Algeclras, Jan. 19.—The delegates to 
the Moroccan conference held a pri­ 
vate session lasting two hours during 
the afternoon. 
The .session resulted 
practically 
in an agreement 
on the 
main lines of a plan for the repression 
af tho contraband entering Morocco. 
It was 
feared that this 
question of 
contraband might load to FrancoGor­ 
man tension as to which should carry 
out the repressive m easures proposed, 
but this 
situation appears 
to have 
been averted. 
The discussion was in­ 
formal and for the purpose ot permit- 
dug 
the 
delegates to 
speak 
their 
minds without having their views offi­ 
cial ly recorded. 
The discussion proved 
to be most 
conciliatory, the only divergence be­ 
ing a statement made by the Moroc­ 
can delegates that they could not per­ 
mit the repression of, or the hunting 
for arm s without referring the* matter 
to the sultan. 
The delegates were in accord upon 
the need of all powers 
passing laws 
penalizing the introduction of contra­ 
band. 
They also tended toward a plan 
anon 
which Morocco 
would 
adopt 
rigid repressive measures in co-opera­ 
tive with the powers. 
This followed 
proposition 
submitted by 
Spain. 
which was designed to reconcile the 
diferences between France ami Ger­ 
many. 


The 
Spanish 
Proposition. 


The Spanish proposition comprised 
nine 
articles, 
the sixth 
of 
which 
pointed out that France and Spain 
having territory contiguous to Moroc­ 
co should 
be charged with 
the sur­ 
veillance of contraband 
along their 
respective frontiers. 
When the Duke 
of Almodovar read this article Herr 
von Radowitz immediately arose and 
said that it would meet with the ap­ 
proval of Germany. 
The 
French 
delegates 
expressed 
themselves as highly gratified with 
the attitude of Herr von Radowitz, as 
it had been anticipated that Germany 
would be* likely 
to raise difficulties 
concerning the control of 
the fron­ 
tiers. 
A committee of five was appointed 
to study and report on a final project 
at the session 
to be? held 
Saturday. 
This committee is composed of Signor 
Malmusi, Italian; Count von Tatten- 
bach-Ashold, 
German; M. 
Regnault, 
French, Sidi el Mokhri, Moroccan, and 
Senor Oavalere, Spanish. 
One* danger in the conference is con­ 
sidered to lie in the stiff attitude of 
Britain. 
France, 
it seems, is 
disposed to discuss with Germany the 
basis of an agreement, 
but whether 
.Treat Britain will favor such an agree­ 
ment is not known. 
However, nearly 
everyone thinks the 
longer the pre­ 
liminaries are kept up the less will be 
the danger. 
Active telegraphing is going on be­ 
tween the am bassadors and their re­ 
spective capitals. 
Something of a flutter was caused 
among the diplomatists by the news 
that smallpox exists here. 
Rear Ad­ 
miral Sigsbee, who learned this fact 
from the authorities at Gibraltar, is­ 
sued an order forbidding anyone be­ 
longing to his squadron to go ashore 
here.

French 
Government 
Issues 
an 
Ex- 
planatory Note. 
Paris, Jan. 19.—The government has 
issued a note stating that M. Taigny, 
the retiring charge 
d’affaires at Ca­ 
racas, who went on board the French 
steam er Martinique at La Guayra to 
get ii {(ructious which were sent in 
charge of a French postal agent owing 
to the seizure of the cable office, was 
prevented from returning to the shore 
cai the pretext that 
he was not pro­ 
vided with a sanitary certificate, as re­ 
quired by Venezuelan regulations. The 
instructions sent by the Martinique 
ordered M. Taiguy to leave Venezuela, 
for 
which purpose 
the second-class 
cruiser Jurien de la Graviere was at 
the time on its w ay to I .a Guayra. The 
note says: 
“Although diplomatic relations had 
already been suspended 
for several 
days, 
diplomatic immunity 
covered 
the case of M. Taigny until he had 
left Venezuelan waters. 
By boarding 
a merchantman in Venezuelan waters 
he could not be considered as having 
left the territory of the country where 
his position as a diplomatic represen­ 
tative should have protected him from 
all vexatious measures. 
It is for this 
reason that the French government iii 
handing his passports to the Venezue­ 
lan charge d’affairs in France, M. Mau- 
bourguet, has been led to take meas 
tires to conduit him immediately to 
the frontier.”

Bigelow, the magazine writer, whose 
arraignm ent of the administration aud

of Isthmian

Secretary of War Taft, proved to be

Ile is Thought to Have a 


Rather Bad Record 


There were two indictments returned , 
by the grand jury at the last term of 
court, but the names of the parties were 
not divulged at the time, as they were 
not in custody. One of the two men 
has been captured, however, and in 
making tho roundup it is thought that 
Sheriff Erickson has a much wanted 
bird in theso parts. Sheriff Erickson 
returned 
yesterday 
afternoon 
from 
Northern Wisconsin with Edward Be­ 
dour, who is charged with robbery, and 
it is alleged that he is the man who with 
his partner figured in the holdup and 
robbery at Merrifield about two years 
ago and later held up and robbed M. 
Finlayson of the same place. 
Sheriff Erickson has been looking for 
Bedour for nearly two years in connec­ 
tion with these robberies and it isclaim- 
ed that the authorities have somostrong 
evidence implicating the man. 
He was 
for a long time a homesteader and lived 
in the Crooked lake country, but it is 
allege f that he was always looked upon 
as a rather notorious character. 
Ho 
still has tho homestead, but has not 
lived there much for the past year or 
so. 
Ile was back about nine months 
ago but managed to get away before the 
officers detected him. 
Ile is said to 
have had a pal who operated with him, 
and Sheriff Erickson is also on his trail. 
Sheriff Erickson left about five days 
ago in quest of Bedour. He got a clue 
leading to his whereabouts and learned 
that he was working in the woods near 
a small town in the northern part of 
Wisconsin. 
Even after ho reached the 
place Bedour is said to have scented 
his pursuer ami gave the officer quite a 
chase. 
Finally, however, he was run 
down, having gone to a hotel in a small 
town and without registering went to 
bed. The 
description 
gave SherilT 
Erickson 
a 
postive 
clue, 
so 
he 
waited and nabbed his man. 
Bedour 
seemed greatly surprised and asked 
what he was wanted for, but he was not 
told. 
Ho did not make any tight against 
coming back to Brainerd so that the 
sheriff had no trouble in this derection. 
The robberies in which connection Be­ 
dour is supposed to be held were the 
most daring ever attempted in this 
county and bore the earm arks of a real 
genuine holdup artist of the worst type. 
The first one occurred at Merrifield 
when the store of E. Niles was entered 
one evening about 2 years ago while 
Mr. Niles, a lady clerk and one or two 
customers were in the store. 
All ex­ 
cepting Mr.Niles were backed up in the 
corner by one of the two men implicated 
while the other rounder led Mr. Niles to 
the cash drawer at the point of a gun. 
They got considerable money, some of it 
boing a part of the postoffice receipts, 
some clothing, helped themselves to 
something to eat ami walked out and 
made their escape in the darkness. 
About a year ago M. Finlayson was held 
up and robbed of $25. 
In the interim 
between the Niles and Finlayson rob­ 
beries several robberies were commit­ 
ted, one at Jenkins another at Crow 
Wing and even some here in Brainerd, 
and it is believed that this man was 
connected in some manner with all of 
these little depredations. 
It will make a very interesting ease 
when it comes to trial. 
Bedour will be 
arraigned later.
